FIRST OK V. 

The One Hundred and Tenth Session of the Virginia 
Annual Conference was held at Norfolk, Va., beginning on 
Wednesday, November 16th, 1892, Bishop Eugene R. Hendrix 
presiding. 

The Conference was opened by Divine service, conducted by the 
presiding Bishop. 

After which, the roll was called by the Secretary of the last Con- 
ference, and the following members appeared and took their seats.* 

Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary, and P. A. Peterson and 
Ernest Stevens were elected Assistant Secretaries. 

On motion, the hours of meeting and adjournment were fixed at 
half-past nine o’clock A. M. and half-past one o’clock P. M. 

On motion, the bar of the Conference was fixed at the second col- 
umn under the gallery of tne church. 

On motion, the Presiding Elder of Norfolk District, and the 
preachers in charge of churches in Norfolk, Portsmouth, and Berk- 
ley, were appointed a Committee on Public Worship. 

J. P. Garland offered the following resolution : 

“ Resolved , That the standing rule of the Conference requiring nominations 
for Boards and Committees to be made by the Presiding Elders, be changed by 
requiring said nominations to be made by a Committee on Nominations, said 
nominating committee to be composed of one member from each District, who 
shall be nominated annually by the Presiding Elder of that District.” 

Pending the consideration of this resolution, A. G. Brown pre- 
sented to the Bishop the following question of law, to which the 
Bishop made answer as follows : 

* The Directory shows who were present during the session. 
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Question, “At the session of Conference held in Petersburg, Va., November, 
1891, the following resolution was adopted : 

“ Resolved , That the Boards of this Conference (except the Joint Board of Fi- 
nance), and the Standing Committees of Conference, be appointed hereafter at 
the commencement of the session instead of at the close thereof, and that they 
be composed of the members of the Conference.” 

“As the action of the Conference under the resolution would be in direct con- 
flict with the law of the Church with respect to the Standing Committees of 
the body (see Discipline, p. 52, par. 62), and in conflict also with the Constitution 
of our Conference Mission Board, adopted by authority of the General Confer- 
ence (see p. 196, par. 337), and in conflict also with a resolution of long standing 
in the Conference, wdiich has not been reconsidered, modified, or specifically re- 
ferred to ; therefore, I would submit for episcopal decision, the question 
whether or not the Conference may take the requisite action with respect to 
our Conference Boards and Committees under the resolution above mentioned, 
or is that resolution null and void ? 

“(Signed) Alex. G. Brown.” 

Answer, “ The resolution cannot apply to the Committees of Examination 
or the Board of Missions, but is valid in reference to committees appointed an- 
nually, operating the effect of a repeal of the resolution of the Conference which 
provided for a different mode of appointing committees, and the Conference 
may take the requisite action accordingly. 

“(Signed) E. R. Hendrix.” 

On motion of P. A. Peterson, the resolution of J. P. Garland 
was laid on the table. 

W. E. Judkins moved to repeal the resolution adopted by the last 
Oonference, November 17th, on motion of R. W. Watts, on the sub- 
ject. of the appointment of Boards and Standing Committees, but the 
motion did not prevail. 

Paul Whitehead moved to amend the regulation by excepting 
from its operation the “ Board of Missions, ” but this was rejected. 

(This was before the episcopal decision on A. G. Brown’s ques- 
tion was announced.) 

A. G. Brown moved to amend the regulation by striking out the 
word “standing.” 

J. P. Garland moved to amend the amendment by striking out 
the w r ords “Standing Committees of the Conference,” in the orig- 
inal regulation, and inserting “The Committees on Conference Re- 
lations, Publishing Interests, and Examination of District Confer- 
ence Records.” 

A. G. Brown accepted the amendment, but the Conference re 
jected it.

Does the phrase, “ Under its care,” refer only to those 
institutions the legal title of which is vested in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South (or its lawful representatives), or does it include also those institutions 
which, though not owned by the church, are yet under the general manage- 
ment of Methodists, and owned in whole or in part by members of our church, 
and receive recognition and endorsement by our District and Annual Confer- 
ences ?

“ Answer. — An institution of learning is under the care of the Annual Confer- 
ence when it has been formally adopted by the vote of the Conference inde- 
pendent of the question of the legal title of the property.

“ Resolved , That we heartily endorse the work of the Rosebud Missionary 
Society, and pledge, in so far as we can, the sympathy and co-operation of our 
people in this important movement. 

“ Resolved, That we extend to “Uncle Larry” (Rev. J. B. Laurens) our ten- 
derest sympathy, and pray God to spare his life to the church and the work 
he loves so well.

A. G. Brown, Superintendent of Colportage, read for the infor- 
mation of Conference, his report made to the Board of Colportage. 
(See Reports). 
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Geo. E. Booker, from the Board of Oolportage made report, and 
on motion of Paul Whitehead, the report was recommitted to the 
Board. 

W. F. Tillett, from the Committee on the Bible Cause, made re- 
port, which was read, and adopted. (See Reports). 

The Joint Board of Finance (through A. G. Brown, chairman), 
reported the appropriations to claimants at this session, which were 
approved. (See Reports). 

In connection with the foregoing business of the Conference, the 
following question of law was presented, and with the answer there- 
to made by the presiding Bishop, were recorded on the Journal of 
this Conference as follows : 

“‘Is it competent for the Joint Board of Finance to reserve so much of the 
funds in their hands, as may be necessary during the year, for the payment of 
the funeral expenses of deceased claimants, and for the relief of claimants who 
by reason of sickness or other cause or causes, may be brought into unforeseen 
need or distress?

In the latter part of 1853, one evening, just about night, I drove 
into Hillsboro, Loudoun county, Virginia, the seat of the Seminary, 
presided over by that ripe scholar and Christian gentleman, Jonas 
Potts. Through the kindness and generosity of Rev. George W. 
Carter, D. D., then the popular Presiding Elder of the Washington 
District, ten or twelve young men, candidates for the ministry in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, were there undergoing instruc- 
tion. I had come for the same purpose. Thomas H. Boggs was one of 
the first to welcome me. He was about twenty-one, medium height, 
erect, well proportioned, fair complexion, and had such an affable, 
cordial manner, that at first sight he made a most favorable im- 
pression. 

For some time we roomed together, and a most intimate friendship 
sprang up between us. I think I knew him as I have known few 
men. His disposition was gentle and kind as an amiable woman’s. 
The rivalries in study, debate, sports and plays never brought out 
any of those petty jealousies or envies or momentary impulses of 
ill nature that were shown at times by some of his fellow- students. 
Though often severely tested, tried, I never knew him even at that 
period, when blood is hot, passion high, to lose self-control, to show 
unsanctified temper, or to speak “unadvisedly with his lips.” When 
he could not sanction he would extenuate — covering all with the 
mantle of charity. He was the soul of courtesy and brotherly love. 
He won the hearts of the boys because he loved them. 

His piety was of the highest type — not fitful, spasmodic, but 
calm, gentle, uniform — brightening with friction — more like John’s 
than Peter’s. In his heart were united the bravery of the lion and 
the gentleness of the dove. His popularity was never won at the 
expense of conscience or of duty. He hated sin as intensely as he 
loved holiness. He “ walked by faith,” lived in an atmosphere of 
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love, and was ever cheered by Christian hope. In King George 
county, where he lived so long and was known so well, he was most 
influential, the people generally regarding him as a man of excep- 
tional piety and usefulness. After his death a gentleman of another 
denomination said to one of his sons : “ Your father was the best 
man I ever knew ; 77 and another said : “ There are only three men 
I ever had confidence in, and Rev. Thomas H. Boggs is one of them. 77 

His mind was clear, methodical, careful in its processes. His 
sermons were full of the marrow and fatness of the Gospel — good to 
edification. His kindly nature, social sympathies, as well as sense 
of duty, made him a good pastor. He wept with them that wept, 
and rejoiced with them that did rejoice. 

He entered life in Frederick county, Virginia, November 15, 1833 ; 
the Christian life, in Weston, Lewis county, Virginia, at the age of 
sixteen ; the local ministry, October 17, 1854 ; the itinerancy, 
November, 1855 ; and heaven, 3d December, 1891. From the 
second to the last of these dates he was faithful, and did as much 
honest work for the Master and His cause as strength and opportu- 
nity would permit. He belonged to that long line of preachers whose 
efforts are confined to missions and circuits, and whose labors have 
contributed so largely to make Methodism what it is. In every 
charge that he served the Lord blessed his labors, revivals followed, 
the membership increased, and every department of the work 
prospered. 

His father was of Celtic, his mother of Teutonic blood — sturdy 
stock on both sides — a combination of intellectual force and fervid 
sensibility — a union of strength and beauty. He was married on 
December 14, 1859, to Miss Sallie Withers Adams, daughter of 
Rev. Thomas Adams, Lunenburg county, Virginia. She has been 
a fond, devoted wife, helping her Rusband in his work as a minister 
of Christ. The widow and five sons survive him. May God sus- 
tain and comfort them. 

At the last Conference in Petersburg, when the appointments had 
been announced, and the good-byes uttered, the subject of this 
memoir was apparently as well as he had been for years. But even 
then la grippe was insidiously taking hold of him. He returned 
home, the disease attacked his lungs, and in two weeks, the 3d 
of December, he received an honorable discharge and went up to 
put on his crown. In his last illness his wife says : “ He was calm, 
resigned, patient and gentle as a lamb. His only solicitude was for 
the work to which he had been appointed. Without a struggle or 
groan he passed away. 77 In attestation of the high esteem -in which 
he was held by the people of King George, where he was so well 
known, without solicitation, they erected over his grave a monu- 
ment bearing this appropriate inscription : 

“ To our beloved Pastor, 

Rev. Thomas H. Boggs. 

He being dead yet speaketh.” 

Farewell, dear old schoolmate and fellow laborer, ere long we 
shall meet again.

Leonidas Rosser, D. D., was born in Petersburg, Va., July 31, 
1815, and died in Ashland, Va., January 25, 1892. 

• In childhood and youth he was blessed with the care, the counsels 
and prayers of a discreet, devout mother. In 1828, he was converted 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. In 1831, he was called 
of God to preach the Gospel. For some time he had been ardently 
cherishing other plans of life. But as soon as he heard the voice of 
God he renounced his own plans and entered on a course of prepara- 
tion for the ministry. After preparatory studies in Wesleyan 
Academy, Massachusetts, he entered Wesleyan University, Middle- 
town, Conn. He graduated in 1838, receiving the degree of Master 
of Arts. The University was at that time presided over by one of 
Israel’s princes, Rev. Wilbur Fisk, D. D. Dr. Rosser always re- 
garded it one of the most fortunate circumstances of his life that 
while his mental habits and tastes and his religious character were 
yet in their formative state, he was brought into relations with and 
enjoyed the instructions and guidance of a man so wise and so 
Christlike. Immediately after graduation he entered on the work 
of the ministry. He joined the New York Conference on trial, and 
labored nearly two years in Wethersfield, Conn. His ministry 
there was crowned with great success. In 1810, he was transferred 
to the Virginia Conference, and maintained unbroken connection 
with it until his death. He traveled the Charlotte, Warrenton, 
Bedford and Pungoteague Circuits, and the Fredericksburg, Nor- 
folk, Lynchburg, Richmond and Randolph -Macon Districts. He 
served stations in Richmond, Alexandria, Washington city, Char- 
lottesville, Portsmouth and Farmville. While pastor of the church 
in Charlottesville he was also chaplain of the University of Vir- 
ginia. He was two years editor of the Richmond Christian Advocate , 
three years missionary to Ewell’s Corps in the Confederate Army, 
and seven years evangelist with the sanction of his Conference. 
He was elected to four successive General Conferences. In 1886, his 
name was placed on the list of supernumeraries, and in 1889 on that 
of superannuates. But these five years of retirement from the 
effective ranks were crowded with evangelistic work in his own and 
in other States. Nearly the whole of the last year of his life was 
spent in such work in Texas. During the year he preached nearly 
four hundred times. 

In the midst of his abundant ministerial labors he found time for 
authorship. In addition to several pamphlet publications on im- 
portant themes, he published in more permanent form works under 
the following titles : “ Baptism,” “ Reply to Howell on the Evils of 
Infant Baptism,” “Experimental Religion,’’ “Recognition in 
Heaven,” “Class Meetings,” “Open Communion,” and “Initial 
Life.” Some of these works have passed through several editions. 
His elaborate treatise on Baptism has been placed by our Bishops 
in the Course of Study for undergraduates in the ministry. He 
occasionally made contributions to our Review literature, and often

wrote for the weekly religious press. His was a busy brain and a 
busy life. While by such activity he was blessing thousands on 
earth, he was at the same time more thoroughly fitting himself for 
grander service in that higher life on which he has entered. 

As a man, Dr. Rosser was commanding in person, courtly in 
address, affable in manner and genial in spirit. With the strength 
of intellectual and moral manhood he happily combined the sim- 
plicity of the child and the gentleness of the woman. In the social 
circle he was a general favorite. Whether among the lofty or the 
lowly, he was characterized by a refined courtesy, without servility 
on the one hand or the least show of superiority on the other. 
Without suspicion of the candor of others, he was open-hearted and 
guileless. With mind and heart filled and penetrated with the 
wondrous things that the angels desire to look into, he could enter- 
tain the child with the story and song of the nursery, and keenly 
relished the anecdote and playful humor. It is no marvel that he 
was always a welcome guest in the homes of the people. A friend 
to all, he made friends wherever he sojourned. 

As a Christian he was characterized by the simplicity, steadfast- 
ness and compass of his faith. He received the Bible as a whole as 
the Word of God. He surrendered mind, heart and will in com- 
plete obeisance to its authority, and in absolute confidence in its 
power to save. “ Philosophy and vain deceit ’ 7 found no foothold 
in him from which they might carry on their despoiling work. The 
u higher critics” could detect no break or crevice in his shield into 
which they could dart and lodge a doubt. The fruit of such faith 
was richness and depth of religious experience. Pardon, the new 
birth, the witness of the Spirit, the assurance of hope, the joy of 
salvation, were with him experimental verities — not blessings at- 
tainable, but already attained and enjoyed. And however much 
he may have differed with many of his brethren with respect to the 
grace of sanctification, none of them who knew him well will doubt 
that he experienced that grace. He had the charity that “ suffereth 
long and is kind” ; that “enviethnot” ; that “ vaunteth not itself, 
is not puffed up, doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh not her 
own, is not easily provoked, thinketh no evil ; rejoiceth not in 
iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth, beareth all things, believeth 
all things, hopeth all things, eudureth all things, and never faileth.” 

Out of such a faith and such an experience came a life of unsullied 
purity. That he had faults and committed errors no one will 
question. That he knowingly and of purpose did or said that 
which was wrong no one will believe. His whole being— soul, body 
and spirit — the principles that governed him and the motives that 
inspired him, so far as men could know them, and all the mani- 
festations of his inner life in deed and speech were on the side of 
truth, uprightness and purity. The pure fountain within sent forth 
only pure streams, and streams they were that gladdened and 
glorified his life. 

As a preacher of the Gospel, Dr. Ross r seemed to have an ever- 
present sense of his responsibility. God had called him — he was 
His ambassador to men. To deliver God’s message he felt to be his 
supreme duty. His own destiny, as well as that of his fellowmen, 
was suspended on his faithfulness to the trust committed to him. 
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With such a sense of responsibility he could not go before the 
people without a message, depending on the so-called “ inspiration 
of the moment .’ 7 He preferred the inspiration that comes from 
diligent and profound study of the Word, and from communion 
with God in prayer. His preparation was generally made with 
great care and thoroughness. He read much, wrote much, thought 
and prayed much. He gathered his materials from all available 
sources, and welded them into argument, illustration, exhortation 
and appeal, and aimed to deliver their whole force on the souls of 
his hearers. As a sermonizer he had no model, and can have no 
successful copyist. His materials were fused and fashioned in the 
alembic of his own mind, and came forth stamped with his own 
mental peculiarities. Sermons they were of strength and beauty 
and power ; but sermons such as no one else could produce or preach. 
He was sometimes metaphysical, often poetical, ofteu closely logical, 
generally imaginative, and not unfrequently pathetic. His vocabu- 
lary was abundant, and but for the habit of careful pruning, his 
style would have been greatly weakened by redundancy. 

In the delivery of his message his manner was oratorical and 
often highly dramatic. His appearance and manuer, as well as the 
matter of liis discourse, excited popular interest and attention. His 
own interest and earnestness were transparent. He had an object 
to accomplish, and his whole soul was intent on its accomplishment. 
He preached not to entertain or amuse, but to save his hearers— to 
edify and strengthen believers, and to bring sinners to repentance. 
He felt the ‘‘burden of souls.” His intense ardor seemed some- 
times to say, as did pions Rutherford : “I am hungry — hungry for 
your souls. I feel that your salvation would be two salvations to 
me, and your heaven two heavens to me.” 

Dr. Rosser’s greatest delight was in revival work. We have 
heard of “the joy of battle.” Revival pictured itself to his mind 
as a battle, a struggle, a personal hand to hand encounter with the 
prince of darkness and all the giant forms of evil for the rescue of 
human souls. He knew the joy of such a battle, and often felt the 
rapturous thrill of victory. His preaching in revivals was largely 
doctrinal, thoroughly evangelical, and often terrific and over- 
whelming. He used none of the newly invented revival machinery. 
His weapon was the sword of the Spirit, which is the Word of God. 
He believed in such an awakening of a soul to a sense of its guilt 
and peril as will inspire it with grief and hatred of its sins, and 
constrain it to cry, “ God, be merciful to me a sinner.” He believed 
in a conversion attested to the soul by its own consciousness and the 
witness of the Holy Ghost — a conversion that brings peace and joy 
and filial confidence and holy hope to the soul. 

As a revivalist, he was eminently successful. His ministry well- 
nigh everywhere had the seal of God’s approval in the conversion 
of souls. His converts are to be found in every section of our 
Conference, in perhaps every Southern State, and not a few in the 
North and in the far West. They number over twenty thousand. 
Multitudes of them have crossed over the river, and were awaiting 
his arrival on the other shore. Few men have had greater success- 
in winning souls. And, if spiritual children are the minister’s- 
joy and crown of rejoicing in the world to come, how deep and rich 
the joy, and how bright the crown of our glorified brother. 
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For thirty-six years Dr. Rosser was a trustee of Randolph -Macon 
College. Educated himself, he was fully enlisted in the educational 
work of the Church. He was a regular attendant on the sessions of 
the Board, participated in its discussions, entered heartily into its 
plans, and did faithfully whatever duties were assigned him. In 
the darker days of the College, when others were despondent, he 
was full of hope. Not skilled himself in devising and working out 
to success great financial plans, he believed that Christian education 
is God’s work, and that He would provide instruments and means 
for its successful prosecution. In the later history of the College 
he found and rejoiced in the justification of his faith. 

The last words that fell from his lips on the ears of his brethren 
at our last Conference were the refrain of the old song, “The Old 
Ship of Zion,” “O Glory! hallelujah!” The “Old Ship” soon 
afterwards landed him safe in heaven. When she touched the 
pier-head, one deep inspiration of the pure atmosphere of the 
better country transformed him into immortal youth, and leaping 
ashore he shouted as never before the old refrain, 1 * O Glory 1 
hallelujah !” 

O happy, happy soul ! 

In ectasies of praise, 

Long as eternal ages roll 
Thou seest thy Saviour’s face. 

Redeemed from earth and pain, 

Ah ! when shall we ascend, 

And all in Jesus’ presence reign 
With our translated friend ? 



Beti. 3ncob Shough.

The subject of this memoir was born in the city of Philadelphia,. 
November 11th, 1814 ; and died at the home of his son, Watson R. 
Shough, in Patrick county, Virginia, February 1st, 1892, at the age 
of nearly fourscore. 

He was the son of Jacob and Elizabeth Shough, who were of Ger- 
man extraction. His father was a man of strong propensities, and 
was addicted to the habit of strong drink, which he followed, at 
shorter or longer intervals, even to intoxication. His mother, like 
the mother of John Wesley, the illustrious founder of Methodism, 
was “a woman of strong intellect, fine culture, deep piety,” and 
ever stands as a practical illustration of what a mother should be. 
At an early age, she implanted the essential truths and principles 
of religion in the mind of her son who was greatly benefited by her 
maternal care and instruction. 

In 1817, his parents moved from Philadelphia to Harper’s Ferry, 
Virginia, and at a tender age he was bound an apprentice to a tailor 
in Martinsburg. His opportunities for acquiring intellectual train- 
ing were, at this time, very limited. Being deprived of the advan- 
tages of school, he spent his spare hours in reading and in storing 
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his mind with useful knowledge. Some of the members of the fam- 
ily with whom he lived while in Martinsburg were Methodists, and 
in his fourteenth year he made a profession of his faith in Jesus, 
and united at once with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

In March, 1839, at the age of twenty-five, he joined the Baltimore 
Conference, and was immediately transferred to the Virginia Con- 
ference, and appointed to Madison circuit. From that time, he 
served for twenty-seven years in the regular itinerant work among 
his brethren. During this period of active service, his labors were 
mostly confined to the rural portions of the Conference ; and during 
the latter part of his active ministry he filled the following appoint- 
ments : Buckingham, Princess Anne, Gloucester, Halifax, Pittsyl- 
vania, and Patrick circuits. 

In 1866, he was forced, by impaired health, to take his place 
among the superannuates of the Conference. Being a man of a 
weak constitution and of a delicate nervous temperament, he never 
regained sufficient health to fill the place of a regular itinerant. 
But he still remained an earnest, faithful, and consecrated servant 
of God. He loved Methodism as taught by its founder, and would 
have suffered martyrdom for his faith. The simplicity of his life, 
the earnestness of his soul, the firmness of his character, and the 
sincerity of his piety, together with his modest and affable man- 
ners, won for him the love and esteem of all who knew him. 

He was twice married. His first wife, Miss Janer Y. Bishop, of 
Shepherdstown, Jefferson county, West Virginia, lived only twenty- 
two months after marriage, leaving him one child, who became 
the wife of the late Rev. J. W. Wonnycott, of the Virginia Confer- 
ence. In 1842, he married his second wife, Miss Lucy Fitzhugh 
Stuart, daughter of David and Charlotte Stuart, of King George 
county, Virginia. She was a kind and affectionate companion, 
consistent in her daily walk and conversation. This godly woman 
passed away August 6th, 1887, only five years before the death of 
her sainted husband. 

The fruit of the second marriage was five boys and two girls, all 
of whom are now dead except two sons and one daughter, who now 
live in the same county in which their father died. In a battle 
fought on the Meadow Bridge road, near Richmond, Va., in 1864, 
his oldest son, William G. Shough, was killed, in whose pocket was 
found a neat Kew Testament, on a fly-leaf of which was written, 
“Read this book, and pray daily.” 

In bodily appearance, brother Shough was small in stature, fair in 
complexion, with blue eyes and light hair. Being a great sufferer 
from dyspepsia, he finally became a physical wreck, but made him- 
self very useful in the community in which he lived, always ready 
when able to respond to any labor of love or work of kindness re- 
quired of him. Whenever any intelligence reached him that some 
one in the neighborhood was sick or in distress, he was immedi- 
ately seen wending his way in that direction. The good people 
among whom he lived in his latter days keep in precious memory 
his deeds of charity and works of kindness. 

Though frail in body, yet he possessed a sound mind. His in- 
tellectual powers were carefully cultivated. His perception was 
<clear ; his imagination lively and productive; his judgment in re- 
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ligious matters firm and vigorous ; and his memory so remarkably 
retentive that he could readily repeat many chapters of the Bible, 
and rarely had the need of a hymn-book. It was to his own exer- 
tions, and to the natural energy of his mind, that he was chiefly 
indebted for his intellectual attainments and advancement in min- 
isterial usefulness. For, being deprived of educational advantages 
in early life, he became, by his own untiring efforts, self-taught and 
self-made. He has left a small volume of sermons in manuscript, 
which, for diction and religious instruction, is worthy of publica- 
tion. These sermons reveal much good sense and sound Methodis- 
tic theology, and show that the author had an intimate acquaintance 
with the Holy Scriptures. 

As a man, brother Shough was honest, large-hearted, and respon- 
sive. In conversation, he was pleasing and instructive ; in his de- 
portment, courteous and circumspect ; and in his religious views, 
steadfast and decided. His neighbors loved him for his worth. 
While prompt and faithful in performing all his Christian duties, 
he was never successful in secular affairs. 

Being a kind and indulgent parent, he often denied himself of the 
comforts, and even of the necessaries of life, to gratify those of his 
own household ; and being of a generous disposition, he was often 
deceived by those who took advantage of his generosity. 

As a preacher, he stood above the average. His discourses were 
direct, pertinent and practical. As a speaker, he was clear, bold, 
and forcible. God gave him many souls for his hire, and many 
seals to his ministry. The purity and directness of his preaching, 
confirmed by the devoutness of his life, endeared him to his people 
and rendered him very efficient in all his pulpit ministrations. God 
honored His word as this man preached it in the edification of His 
people and in the conversion of many precious souls. Especially 
was he in demand on funeral occasions, and the words of consola- 
tion offered on such occasions are still cherished by those to whom 
they were delivered. He was wonderfully gifted in prayer, and 
while thus engaged his soul seemed to melt into love and tender- 
ness, and, by his daily walk and godly conversation, he won many 
to the cross of Christ. No one within the broad circle in which he 
moved doubted the genuineness of his faith, for he was held by all 
who were intimately acquainted with him as a good man, a kind 
neighbor, and a devout Christian. His life was one hid with Christ 
in God. For a long time he was lame from a fall, suffered also from 
rheumatism, and could not even walk about his room, but was the 
same patient, faithful, and submissive servant of God. Reduced 
by age and disease to a mere shadow of his former self, he was sud- 
denly stricken down by a severe stroke of paralysis, from which he 
never recovered. This occurred only four days before his death. 
During this time he made several efforts to speak to his friends and 
relatives who stood around his bedside, but failed to utter a word. 
Like the sun in a clear sky, he sunk quietly and calmly to rest in 
the arms of Jesus, to await the resurrection of the just, when he 
shall awake to shine forever in the celestial sky as a star of no 
mean magnitude. For “ they that be wise shall shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament, and they that turn many to righteousness as 
the stars forever and ever.” 
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The light of this noble and sublime life still lingers in the quiet 
vales and lovely valleys of old Patrick to cheer those who are now 
pressing u towards the mark for the prize of the high calling of God 
in Christ Jesus.” 

Doubtless to day the spirit of this man is in the bosom of his God, 
and in his crown are many precious jewels. His influence still lives 
for good. “Write, blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth ; yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their la- 
bors, and their works do follow them.” 

His funeral was conducted by Rev. J. M. Shockley, according to 
his own request, and was attended by a large gathering of sorrow- 
ing friends and kindred. His remains were deposited by the side 
of those of his second wife in a small but neatly kept cemetery near 
his former home in Patrick. 

“ Servant of God, well done !

James Fitts Twitty, D. D., was the son of Thomas T. Twitty 
and Evelyn, his wife, whose maiden name was Evelyn Fitts. They 
were both natives of North Carolina, and their son, James, was 
born in that State, at Warrenton, May 4th, 1848. While he was an 
infant, his parents removed to New Orleans. In the year 1853, that 
dread scourge — yellow fever — appeared as an epidemic, and to es- 
cape it, the family went to Covington, La., a small village on the 
other side of Lake Ponchartrain, in St. Tammany parish. The dis- 
ease, however, pursued them, and all, including James, were sick, 
his mother and two brothers dying. Notwithstanding this calamity, 
his father remained in the South, and his son continued there till 
the first year of the war, when he returned to Warren county, N. C., 
and worked on the farm of an uncle, with whom he lived. Though 
under eighteen, he had just arranged to join the Confederate army, 
when the war was terminated by Lee’s surrender. Meantime he 
had sought salvation and been converted at a small church in War- 
ren county, N. C., in the year 1864, and becoming impressed that 
it was his duty to preach the Gospel, he came in the year 1867 to 
Petersburg, Ya., where his brother-in-law, Dr. James A. Duncan* 
was pastor of Washiugton-Street church, seeking a better prepara- 
tion for that great work. While living with Dr. Duncan, he was 
licensed to preach ; and in 1868, Dr. Duncan being elected President 
of Randolph-Macon College, removed from its old site and relocated 
at Ashland, Ya., changed his residence to Ashland, and James 
Twitty came with him, and was enrolled as a student of the college. 
He was in his 21st year, a tall youth of pleasant address, and evi- 
dent promise of intellectual progress. 
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He was a student three years, under the continual influence and 
supervision of Dr. Duncan, and specially guided, instructed, and ad- 
vised by him with a view to his future career as a preacher. One 
of the Professors was Thomas K. Price, who greatly stimulated his 
native taste for languages. Under his care, he learned well how to 
obtain and make use of the treasures of the English tongue. With 
good furnishing as the result of his studies, James F. Twitty entered 
the itinerancy at the Conference held in Portsmouth, in November, 
1871. His first appointment was Powhatan circuit. Perhaps, for 
his health, it was a mistake that he had but one year of circuit work. 
But such young men were in demand for stations, and he was sent 
to Murfreesboro, N. C., and afterwards, in succession, to Charlottes- 
ville, Farmville, Queen-Street, Norfolk, Elizabeth City, N. C., Suf- 
folk, and at length to Market-Street, Petersburg. In this, the most 
important pastoral charge committed to him, he had served three 
years, when at the Conference of 1890, he was made Presiding El- 
der of the Petersburg District. His health had been threatened 
more than once, and was often a matter of anxiety to his kindred, 
and in his last year at Market-Street he was obliged to betake him- 
self to the mountains for rest and recuperation. In the latter part 
of the spring of 1891, he fell sick on his district, and after some time 
struggling to keep up the failing flesh, he was compelled to succumb 
and leave his work to be done by others. Consumption of the bowels 
had set in. At Conference, he was too sick and feeble to attend the 
session, though held in Petersburg, and his duties in the Bishop’s 
Council were performed by Dr. A. C. Bledsoe. With his pa- 
tient acquiescence, he was placed on the superannuated list, and his 
sorrowing brethren, fearing the worst, provided for the wants of his 
family, for which act of love he was deeply grateful, saying, “I 
wonder they are all so good to me.” On the 12th of January, 1892, 
his household removed with him to Christiansburg, Va., where it 
was hoped he might improve. There he made many friends among 
the kind people of that town. All who saw him were attracted and 
attached to him, and kinder and more affectionate attentions from 
comparative strangers, never followed a sick man down his path to 
the grave. He did not rally. Aware of his condition, he preserved 
a cheerful spirit, and grew riper for heaven while he waited the 
Master’s summons. This came on the night of the 12th of July, 
just six months after his coming to Christiansburg. He died in per- 
fect peace, conscious to the last, and assuring a clerical brother who 
ministered beside his dying bed, that “all was well,” and that he 
had unbroken and sustaining communion with the Lord Jesus his 
Saviour. His body was conveyed to Suffolk, and there buried in 
the cemetery where is the grave also of the little boy he lost during 
his pastorate in that town. His dust sleeps within a short distance 
of the church in which his faithful preaching of Christ strengthened 
and fed many a soul. 

A man of lovelier disposition and purer character has not belonged 
to our ranks. Obliging, unassuming, cheerful, sweet-spirited, those 
who knew him best, loved him most. In conversation he was bright 
and his manners were agreeable and engaging, so that he was a wel- 
come guest and a favorite with young and old. His piety was deep and 
earnest, without being of the demonstrative type. Faith in Christ 
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was with him the clearest, simplest act of religious life, and in his 
life it brought forth the fruits of a pure righteousness. He had no 
weaknesses of self-seeking, inanoeuvering, or grasping, nor any of- 
fensive or hampering faults. 

As a preacher, he was one of the very best of his age in our Con- 
ference. He spoke without notes, seldom longer than thirty or thir- 
ty-five minutes ; had a natural easy manner, without tameness or 
too great loudness, and was fresh and interesting in his treatment 
of his theme. His model of sermonizing had been formed upon Dr. 
Duncan’s, with whom he had most intimate relations at the for- 
mative period of his life, and resembled that great master’s, and 
yet without sign of slavish copying, or lack of an original method. 
He usually brought out in a proposition, formulated or briefly elab- 
rated at the beginning, what he conceived to be the central truth of 
his text, and this he unfolded and applied in a direct and practical 
discussion. His best preaching was done in his ordinary service in 
his own pulpit. There he was altogether untrammeled and at his 
best. Special occasions and crowded congregations did not seem to 
produce a favorable or particularly inspiring effect upon him. His 
simplicity of language, clear thinking, and orderly development of 
his subject, made him easily understood by plain people, while the 
purity and elegance of hiis style, and thoughtful composition, 
pleased and benefited the educated and polished. He adhered very 
closely to simple gospel subjects ; was as far as possible from sen- 
sationalism, and going outside the accepted domain of the pulpit. 
To some he might have seemed, at times, to run too much in one 
groove ; but if he did it was in that of simple faith in the Lord 
Jesus as the all-sufficient and only Saviour. 

He did not specially excel as a pastor. He loved books and en- 
joyed study and reading, and did not enjoy the company of all 
kinds of people, so that it was not pleasant for him to go abroad 
constantly. Intimate with few, he was nevertheless cordial to all, 
and strove to do his duty to all the various members of his flock as 
well as strength permitted. But he did not succeed in being univer- 
sally appreciated, and in creating, as some men do, a lively interest 
in themselves on the part of every person to whom they are related 
as pastor. But the writer had occasion, in some instances, to know 
of the tender affectionate interest in him felt in some lowly homes, 
and the admiration and sense of benefit received. In the families 
among whom he sojourned at any time, when resting and endeavor- 
ing to recover health, he excited the most affectionate regard by his 
simplicity of character and unfeigned sweetness of disposition. 
There was something about him that won every heart brought very 
near to him. 

He was married in the earlier part of his ministry to Miss Annie 
M. Beaman, of Murfreesboro, N. C., with whom he was spared to 
live eighteen happy years. Left to train and bring up their six 
children, without the presence and help of their father, her bereave- 
ment is great. For his dear ones he made a partial provision by a 
policy of life insurance, but for a time, at least, they will need, and 
surely merit, the fostering help of the Church, to whose service he 
devoted the labors of his life

BY REV. RICHARD FERGUSON. 

Rev. John W. Tucker was born in Amherst county, Virginia, 
July 28, 1836, and died at Gatesville, Gates county, N. C., Septem- 
ber 21, 1892. 

He commenced life under adverse cirmcustanees. Bereft in boy- 
hood of a child’s chief stay, his mother, he went out from home, as 
an apprentice, to the trade of bricklaying and plastering. He pur- 
sued this avocation till he had accumulated some means with which 
to educate himself, in the meantime sending each year a portion of 
his earnings to his father, till he became of age. He did not enjoy 
the advantages of a collegiate course, but received a liberal educa- 
tion at Fancy Hill Academy, in Amherst county, a high school, con- 
ducted by Mr. James M. Watts. His room-mate and companion, 
Rev. Thomas H. Campbell, says of him : “ He was a good student, 
progressed well, and made a fine reputation.’ 7 After leaving school, 
he taught for several sessions in his native county. He commenced 
his life work, encouraged by brother L. S. Campbell, at Mount 
Pleasant church, in Amherst county, where he was licensed to preach 
and recommended to the traveling connection. He entered the Vir- 
ginia Conference during the stormy period of 1861. From that 
time, without intermission, he continued in the itinerant work, serv- 
ing cheerfully on charges which paid but small salaries, and fre- 
quently laboring with his own hands to support himself and family. 

In 1867, while on the King William circuit, he was married to 
Miss Mattie A. Richards, of Richmond, Va., who proved a faithful 
companion and an efficient helper in his work, and with seven chil- 
dren, five daughters and two sons, lives to mourn their loss. His 
death was occasioned by a severe cold, coupled with a bilious 
attack, which resulted in gastritis. He literally worked himself to 
death. He came from the District Conference, Friday, August 
5th, through a drenching rain. When he reached home, after 
nightfall, with wet feet and knees, he was thoroughly chilled. 
Next day he was quite sick; but- filled his appointments on 
Sunday, and commenced a protracted meeting. Although too 
unwell to preach, he could not be persuaded to stay away even a 
day. He recuperated a little during the following week by rest. 
But he had another meeting appointed for the third Sunday, which 
he continued till relief came again. He appeared so feeble at these 
meetings that I did not suffer him to preach while I was with him, 
although he would say, ‘‘I don’t want to impose upon you.” But 
full of zeal for souls, and wishing to do the best he could for his peo- 
ple, and saying at the same time he was not satisfied with last year’s 
meeting at Zion church, he resolved on Sunday to protract the meet- 
ing there also. It was held at night, and continued for two weeks. 
He was compelled to lie down in the day, and probably had slight 
chills, but would go and preach at night. It concluded on the sec- 
ond Sunday in September with good results, twelve persons joining 
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the church. While receiving them, he was so feeble that he had to 
retain his seat. In the afternoon he rode to Philadelphia church, 
where he preached his last sermon from Joshua’s farewell charge to 
his people, “Choose you this day whom ye will serve.’’ He 
returned home on Monday and lay down to die. He told his wife 
a few days before his death his work was done, and she could bury 
him wherever she wished, and added, “The Lord’s will must be 
done. I have tried to do my duty.” The last words I caught from 
his lips were on the evening before his death. When about to leave, 

I exhorted him to be of good courage and strong faith, telling him 
he was passing the crisis of his disease, and if we could tide him 
over it he might get well, and that he had so much to live for. He 
replied, in faint whisper, “Yes, I know it,” and then turned on 
his side to rest. The next day he was unconscious. All that loving 
family and friends, and faithful and skillful physicians could do 
could not stay the hand of death. He ended his pilgrimage where 
Nixon and Wonycott did before him, and went up to join them in 
proclaiming the triumphant songs of the redeemed through Jesus 
Christ. He was a good, faithful preacher. His sermons were care- 
fully prepared, and delivered for the most part from manuscript. 
He had a singular defect in his speech, akin to a stammer ; but 
after you became familiar with him, it gave spice to his conversa- 
tion, and constituted no hindrance in his preaching. In fact, he 
grew upon you. The more you knew of him the more you loved 
and admired him. He was catholic in spirit, but loved the church 
of his choice, and preached its doctrines boldly. He was meek and 
unpretending, yet always ready to do his duty. As a pastor, he 
excelled. His godly conversation, as well as his childlike simplicity 
and gentleness, and good humor, around the fireside, drew all hearts 
to him. The longer portion of his ministerial life was spent in the 
Danville district, where he endeared himself greatly to the people. 
He served Pittsylvania, Franklin, Henry, and Halifax circuits each 
four years, where his good works still abide, and his name is treas- 
ured and remembered with pleasure. On the Halifax circuit, he 
sustained injuries in one eye and hip, by a runaway horse, from 
which he never fully recovered. He was sent from Halifax to Gates 
circuit, where he was successfully closing another four year’s term, 
with the confidence and esteem and affectionate favor of all the 
people. 

Having been intimately associated with him for the past three 
years, exchanging appointments and aiding each other in protracted 
meetings, the writer of this memoir delights to pay this tribute to 
his memory, and to say that he ever found him the same true, gen- 
uine, pure, pious man of God, a choice companion, a genial gentle- 
man. Of late, as we journeyed and talked, he was naturally won- 
dering where his next appointment would be But he has gone be- 
yond human appointments and disappointments. He has taken the 
wings of the morning, and gone up to travel the sublime circuit of 
Canaan, where he will get full reward, and mingle with the multi- 
tudes of the redeemed in the general assembly and church of the 
first born in heaven, where congregations never break up and Sab- 
baths have no end. 

His funeral services were conducted by the writer, assisted by 
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Rev. J. C. Reed, at Gatesville, and a large number of his people 
attended his remains to the station, and a delegation of Masons to 
Richmond, where he was laid away in Oakwood cemetery, the last 
services being performed by Rev. P. A. Peterson, under whose min- 
istry he professed religion and joined the Church. 

The humble preacher’s name may never be borne aloft on the 
wings of fame, nor wafted down the corridors of time on the tongue 
of man, but He, who knows all hearts and treasures all deeds, will 
not forget the tears and toils of him who trudged over hill and dale, 
through hot and cold, wet and dry, toiling day and night, sowing 
and reaping for his Lord, and will tell it all abroad at the grand 
day of assizes.

BOARD OP EDUCATION. 

The extraordinary impetus which educational enterprise among us has re- 
ceived in late years is a matter for congratulation, and for gratitude to God. 
We have built in faith, and have not been disappointed. Undertaken as 
Christ’s work, for Christ’s sake, the colleges to be Christ’s own, his blessing has 
been upon our efforts. Thomas Carlyle, in his inaugural address as Lord Rec- 
tor of the Edinburg University, said : “ It was for religion that universities 
were first instituted : practically for that, under all changes of dialect, they 
continue: the pious awe of the Great Unknown makes a sacred canopy under 
which all must grow. All is lost and futile in universities if that fail. Sciences 
and technicalities are very good and useful indeed, but, in comparison, they 
are as adjuncts to a smith’s shop.” Labor and anxiety have been inevitably 
and inseparably connected with the new work of Randolph-Macon College, 
but they have also been not without their success and reward. The College 
enjoys fully its average prosperity and patronage, having 124 students, 47 of 
them for the ministry, at this early date in the scholastic year, with the abun- 
dant promise of the usual increase as the year advances. With regard of the 
patronage, it appears that, as at the last report, from over two-thirds of the 
pastoral charges of the Conference, there is not a student at the College. The 
Board would commend to the inquiry of us all, whether we have fully done 
our manifest duty, to represent to our people the merits and claims of Ran- 
dolph-Macon College in alike its preparatory and academic departments. 

Randolph-Macon Academy, at Bedford City, has sent 24 students to the Col- 
lege this year. The debt on the Academy buildings has been somewhat re- 
duced, but stands at about $28,000. The noble bequest of our late brother, the 
Rev. William McGee, will amount ultimately to about $20,000 towards the 
endowment fund of the College, which fund ought to be still further increased. 

The building for the Woman’s College at Lynchburg will probably be fin- 
ished during the year 1893, on property now our own entire in title. The zeal 
and ability of Dr. W. W. Smith, President of Randolph-Macon College, in the 
new work which we have noticed, seconded by the Board of Trustees, must 
command our applause. 

We notice also favorably and commend Suffolk College, at Suffolk, Va., with 
its 10 officers and teachers and 120 students, 19 of them daughters and wards 
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of ministers of this Conference; the Bowling Green Female Seminary, 10 in 
faculty, 60 students; the Southern Female College, at Petersburg, 12 in faculty, 
150 students; the Danville College for Young Ladies, 158 students, 14 officers 
and teachers ; and the Chesapeake Academy, at Irvington, Lancaster Co. 

We are pleased to learn of a building for a Methodist institution of learning, 
in process of erection at Blackstone, Nottoway Co. 

Vanderbilt University has four students from this Conference in its Theo- 
logical Department, all graduates of Randolph-Macon College. 

The statistics of the College are 16 officers and teachers, 1 80 students, endow- 
ment funds, $111,635.22, value of buildings, etc., $105,000 ; of Randolph-Macon 
Academy, 12 officers and teachers, 173 students, value of buildings, $100,000. 

The Board offers the following : 



Resolved . That, while w r e rejoice in the great expansion of our educational 
work, under the direction of the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon Col- 
lege, we recommend that no new' educational enterprise be undertaken in be- 
half of the Conference until that now in hand be made financially secure, and 
to this end the Conference suggests that an earnest effort be made to complete 
the payment for the Bedford City Academy, and to make such addition to the 
endow ment of the College at Ashland as may be necessary to secure it from 
annual deficit on current account; and that the Conference will cordially 
co-operate in such effort. 



Resolved, 2. That our Presiding Bishop be, and is hereby, requested to ap- 
point the Rev. W. F. Tillett, D. IX, to Vanderbilt University; the Rev. E. H. 
Rowe to the Bowling Green Female Seminary, and the Rev. F. M. Edwards to 
Chester Collegiate Institute.

It is a lamentable fact that, while the General Superintendent has 
done the best he could under the circumstances, and has succeeded so w r ell in 
the sale of books, etc., from our Publishing House at Nashville, yet he has 
failed, on account of limited resources, to meet all the demands coming up 
from the rural districts of our Conference for such literature as will enlighten 
the people and strengthen Methodism. 

Other denominations, with commendable zeal, are disseminating their books, 
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periodicals, etc., over the country, and the effects are seen and felt wherever 
t heir colporters go. This fact should excite a deeper interest among our people, 
and stimulate them to greater activity in this department of Church work. 

sufficient number of colporters should be employed to go

Virginia Annual Conference, M E. Ghurch, South : 

Dear Brethren, — In submitting my third Annual Report, I am happy to 
say that the work of the year, though not satisfactory in everything, is in many 
respects so highly gratifying that we may “ thank God and take courage.” 
During the summer months, I visited six District Conferences in the interest 
of the Board, and did what I could, by public addresses and by personal con- 
versations with preachers and people, to explain the work we have in hand, 
and to emphasize its importance and value to our Church and to ( hristianity. 
As your representative, I was everywhere cordially received and kindly heard. 
Resolutions of appreciation and co-operation were adopted, helpful suggestions 
were given, friendly criticisms were offered, for which, as for many Christian 
courtesies and personal kindnesses, I am sincerely grateful. 

As the General Superintendent of Colportage, I have earnestly desired to 
adjust an excellent plan of colportage to the prominent features of our Church 
Ju v a nd to secure for this great work the united support and active co-opera- 
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The testimony of Messrs. Barbee & Smith, general book agents at Nashville, 
Tenn., to the value and efficiency of your instrumentalities, is highly gratifying. 

** We do not hesitate,” they write, “ to say that your efforts in the Virginia Confer- 
ence have added considerably to the sale of our books and periodicals in that 
section during the year, besides having done a positive and permanent service 
to the people whom you have supplied. If each Conference had a Colportage 
Board that conducted its business as intelligently and successfully as yours, the 
scheme would become an unqualified success.” 

I beg to submit for the consideration of the Board the important facts and 
suggestions following, to-wit : . 

I. Having been appointed General Superintendent of Colportage, in connec- 
tion with my office as Presiding Elder, I have administered the affairs of the 
Board on the principle of self support , but not without a free use of my personal 
credit and private means. This business cannot be pleasantly and successfully 
conducted on less than a capital of $5,000, for obvious reasons : (1) because the 
publishing house, from which w r e purchase stock, does a strictly cash business 
with our depository, and demands prompt payment of monthly balances ; (2) 
because to ensure promptness in filling orders, the depository must have a full 
and varied stock of goods, varying in value from $2,000 to $3,000 ; (3) because 
your customers require time on their purchases, and you must carry a line of 
credits of from $1,000 to $2,000. As far as may be, we should do a cash busi- 
ness ; and this I insist upon. But we could not demand cash, in all cases, 
without the loss of a large part of our most valuable trade, and, what is w r orse, 
without losing many of our best opportunities of doing good. We must give 
time ; some of your patrons will take it whether you give it or not. Others 
pay as they are able — in small instalments and at long intervals. Colporters 
seldom remit promptly — some of them never! Merchants are often tardy in 
paying their bills. As a rule, the death of a customer closes the account forever, 
with the balance — sometimes a considerable one in our experience — on the 
wrong side of the ledger. 

II. The net profits on the business of the Board are necessarily very small 
(1) because on a very large line of stock we get only 10% discount. I refer to 
Sunday-school periodicals, of which we ordered this year $3,750 worth, yielding 
us $375. Now deduct expenses of postage, stationery, clerical work, the inevi- 
table losses on small orders scattered far and wide, and interest on money 
advanced, and but little remains — not more than two-thirds. Of the larger 
discounts obtained on Bibles and books of the general catalogue, and of publi- 
cations generally, our patrons get much the larger part. We allow r them from 
20% to 33 J%, which leaves from 5% to 15% for the Board. After a careful 
review of my books and accounts, and the most thorough and sifting analysis 
of the business for the year, I find that our trade of about $8,000 has yielded a 
net profit of about $600. Working on so small a margin of profit, a business of 
so much detail requires constant, careful, painstaking management to prevent 
disastrous leakages and endless perplexities ; and no one should think of it as 
purely business. I would not advise its continuation, if I did not look upon the 
'work of this Board as a most valuable agency of our Church for the enlighten- 
ment and uplifting of the masses of our people and the salvation of souls. 

III. At the Conference of last year in Petersburg, Ya., on your recommenda- 
tion the following resolution was adopted : 

“Resolved. That our pastors are requested to take up collections in their con- 
gregations for the free distribution of the Word of God, and of our Church 
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leaflets, tracts and other literature, and the amount realized from these collec- 
tions shall he paid to the Executive Committee of the Col portage Board, and it 
shall be used and applied for these purposes under their direction.” 

1 am requested by the Executive Committee to sav that if any of our pastors 
Have taken up these collections, they do not know it ; nor have they received 
anything for this noble cause, in whose name and behalf that well-meant 
resolution was passed and recorded by the Conference. This fact is suggestive. 

It raises important questions, viz : Was the Conference in earnest about this 
matter of free distribution of the Bible and of Methodist books and periodicals, 
tracts, leaflets, etc.? Is it our duty to do this thing? If so, how shall the 
requisite means be provided? This subject demands the attention of the 
Board. 

IV. The work of col portage among us is but in its infancy. In Virginia, 
where, on the testimony of the general agents of the publishing house, we have 
done fairly well, I may say the possibilities of the work have not been half 
realized. Indeed, we have but touched the rim of a wide circle of useful 
endeavor and enterprise. The itinerant pastors of our Church — a noble body 
of men — are and will ever be our chief reliance for helpful sympathy and co- 
operation in this work. They are and will ever be our best booksellers, as well 
as sellers of our best books. Chiefly through their agency American Metho- 
dism has done, and is doing to-day, the largest and most profitable publishing 
business in this country. But experience — our best teacher — demonstrates that 
the effective agency of our itinerant workers should be supplemented — not super- 
seded , mark you, but supplemented — by the efforts of colporters, who should 
go forth devoting their time, talents and energies to this work, broadcasting the 
land with precious seed and carrying the Word of Life and the consolations of 
Christianity to destitute and suffering poor, many of whom, even in this most 
highly favored and cultivated Commonwealth, sit in darkness and the shadow 
of death. Eight colporters have been in the field this year. AVe need more 
than double that number. AVe have work for thirty, at least. The men and 
women for this work are at our command. But how shall we support them, 
especially in our less populous and prosperous circuits and mission fields, 
where sales are slow and profits small ? It needs no argument to prove that 
they cannot live on their own earnings, even when we stock them up and give 
them our largest commissions on sales. Their small receipts must be supple- 
mented by special appropriation of from $10 to $20 per month. By this means, 
when suitable and successful colporters are found, we may hold them and 
use them to best advantage. AVe need a fund for this purpose. Shall we 
have it? The answer to this question must come, not from you only, but from 
the Conference and from the hearts and purses of a great and generous people. 
By withholding the means, our ability to do this much-needed work will be 
hindered, delayed, perhaps defeated forever! 

Let not this reproach come upon us. Shall the Board of Colportage do this 
work at their own charges? No; they have no certain income. Their capital 
is too small for the work already in hand. Much the larger part of the capital 
employed in this work to-day has been drawn from the private means of your 
General Superintendent. AVill the Conference say to us, “ Go, therefore, now 
and work ; for there shall no straw be given you, yet shall ye deliver the tale 
of bricks.” Ex. v : 18. I think not. The Virginia Conference is not composed 
of narrow, selfish men, but of Christian ministers and laymen who have shown 
themselves capable of noble deeds. They will not withhold from this Board a 
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helping hand. Never! AVill this Board ask, that it may receive ; seek, that it 
may find ; knock, that the door may open ? 

In considering this subject, and in planning for your work in the future, 
kindly leave me out of view. Do what is best for the Church and for the 
cause of God. Consider me your servant for Christ’s sake ; and if your work 
can be better done by another, I would welcome the day of rest from labors 
which lav a heavv tax on time and energy.

SUNDAY -SCHOOL BOARD. 

When the angel of the Lord announced to Zacharias the birth of the great 
forerunner of Jesus, he predicted that at the ushering in of the Christian dis- 
pensation the hearts of the fathers would be turned unto their children and 
that thereby the earth would be delivered from a terrible curse. We witness 
the fulfillment of this prophecy in a most satisfactory manner in the last decade 
of the nineteenth century. There is to-day more interest manifested in the 
children than in any previous year of the history of the Church. Throughout 
the bounds of our Conference this increasing interest has been demonstrated in 
a most gratifying manner. There has been an increase in the number of 
schools, teachers and scholars all over the Conference, the increase in scholars 
being 2,187. 

The number of conversions (3,638) in our Sunday-schools is largely in excess 
of the number reported last year. Your Board has supplied every school with 
literature that has applied for it in the proper form ; and the relief thus 
afforded has greatly aided many of our schools, especially those in the poorer 
districts of our work, to prosecute their work. We are glad to state the “ Chil- 
dren’s Day ” collection is a popular one with our people. The amount sent up 
to this Conference to aid needy Sunday-schools is the largest ever reported, 
amounting to $1,907.62.

PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

Among the characteristics of the age in which we live may be noted the 
spirit of inquiry and investigation. Not satisfied with the conclusions reached 
by former explorers in their search after truth, men are re-examining ancient 
landmarks and subjecting old theories to the touchstone of truth. The rapid 
development of material agencies excites a corresponding mental activity, and 
the tendency among the nations of the earth to a form of government in which 
the people are called to consider great questions and decide great issues, not 
only makes it the policy of the leaders of public opinion to foster the spirit of 
inquiry, but directly quickens and develops this spirit among the masses them- 
selves. Hence this is a reading age. The demand for literature is greater than 
at any former period. With the demand comes the supply. “ In making of 
books there is no end.” Common schools multiply. Publishing houses en- 
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large their operations. Printing presses are kept busy. Authors of all kinds 
of literature find employment. Many run to and fro, and knowledge increases. 
The farm boy no longer dozes by the hearth-stone in the long winter evenings 
to listen to the oft-repeated stories of his ancestors. The lightwood torch is 
supplanted by the improved light, whose brightness invites him to read, and 
the recent issue of the city paper, or perhaps the not less inviting, but more 
objectionable dime publications of the day, furnish material for his evening 
entertainment. Even in the rush and hurry of business, men find time to 
read. The young man of the city, who awaits his turn for the accustomed 
morning shave, finds the accommodating barber ready with the latest issue of 
Pack or 1 he Police Gazette or the great metropolitan dailies. The traveler, as 
the train bears him to his destination in a distant city, finds time to read. . 
These demands and tendencies must be met and directed, and in one way or 
another are being met. In what direction these tendencies shall be turned — 
what shall be the predominating influence in the future — it is for us, in part at 
least, to determine. The open door is before us ; who shall first enter it ? The 
call is made ; what voice shall answer it ? The field is ripe unto the harvest ; 
who shall go forth first to reap the golden grain? It is for the Church of God 
to answer these questions. We must recognize the opportunity and go in to 
occupy for Christ, or the forces of evil will do so in our stead. If we meet our 
responsibility, we must not only publish, but we must scan carefully the char- 
acter of the literature published. There must be no taint in it — no germ of 
infectious disease concealed in its pages. Every literary ship must be held in 
quarantine until its cargo is inspected. Not only so, but our literature must be 
rendered as cheap as the conditions and facts will justify. But most important 
of all, it must be circulated. It may meet all the demands of the most devout 
and critical mind ; it may be cheapened to the lowest dime consistent with 
financial safety, yet if it is not circulated, it will fail in its mission. The power 
of a remedy is in its use, not in its nature. We make our demands upon the 
Publishing House ; the house responds with its demands upon us. Upon us 
rests in a great measure. this great responsibility. How shall we meet it? 

We refer with special gratification to the exhibit made by our Publishing 
House, and rejoice in the fact that its profits have been in excess of its liabili- 
ties, and that there is a steady increase in its business ; but especially do we 
rejoice at the character of its literature as regards both strength and purity. 
The Sunday-school literature published by the House mee$s fully the wants of 
our own people, and is extending its sphere of usefulness even to foreign fields. 
The Christian Advocate , our central organ, under the joint editorship of Rev. E. E, 
Hoss, D. D., and Rev. E. M. Bounds, I). D., is a paper of great excellence, worthy 
of the Church it so ably represents. Its editorials are able and timely, and its 
selections discriminating and wise. Its circulation ought to be largely increased, 
and in order to reach as nearly as possible the perfect ideal, every dollar real- 
ized from its subscription lists should be spent in its enlargement and improve- 
ment. 

We deeply regret the fact of the insufficiency of the patronage of the Quar- 
terly Review of the M. E. Church, South, to meet the expenses of its publication. 
The issue of such a work is demanded, in view of the standing of the Church 
and the intellectual and moral influence it is capable of exerting. 

In concluding our review of the condition and conduct of the Publishing 
House, we would especially refer to the recent proposition of our Agent, Rev. 
J. D. Barbee, D. D., to furnish the publications of the House to advance sub- 
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scribers at about cost, upon the condition that the subscriber bind himself to 
take one volume of all publications issued during the year, the number of such 
not to exceed certain limits. We heartily commend the plan to the favorable 
consideration of the ministry and laity of our Conference. 

We conclude this paper by reference to those periodicals that claim our first 
consideration and patronage. The Richmond Christian Advocate is, or ought to 
be, read by every minister, local or traveling, in the bounds of our own Con- 
ference, at least. But to read it is not sufficient. It is feared that we do not 
show the zeal in its circulation which its great value to the Church, and to us 
as its representatives, merits. Every number comes freighted with good things. 
It is strongly edited, and in every sense worthy of patronage. Its circulation 
will not hinder, but help the finances of the charge in which it is extensively 
circulated. 

We desire to make favorable mention also of the recent publication by cer- 
tain laymen of the Danville and Norfolk Districts of papers designed to be the 
organs of these Districts. They are well calculated to awaken an increase of 
interest in the operations of the Church in their proposed spheres, and will 
doubtless prove a stepping-stone to a greater interest in the work of the Church 
in the Conference.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

f 

Believing that the Bible is the only divinely inspired and infallible rule of 
faith and practice given to man, we deem the publication of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, without note or comment, to be a duty of transcendent importance to 
the Christian Church. It is not only the privilege, but the duty of every 
individual to own, to read, to study and to interpret for himself the AA'ord of 
God, and the Christian Church should place a copy of the Bible in the hands 
of every individual for whom Christ died. There are two organizations that 
have undertaken to do this w ork, not only for the English-speaking peoples of 
the w r orld, but for all the languages and peoples of the earth — the British and 
Foreign Bible Society of England and the American Bible Society of New 7 York. 
These two societies publish the Bible in over MOO different languages. As these 
societies are accomplishing so satisfactorily, successfully and economically the 
publication and distribution of the AA T ord of God, it is found unnecessary for 
our own or any other individual Church to undertake this w ork ; but it be- 
comes our duty, as it is our high privilege, to aid the American Bible Society 
in the w 7 ork it is thus accomplishing for the spread of the Gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

The Virginia Bible Society was organized in 1S13. It is an auxiliary of the 
American Bible Society. Two members of this Conference (Drs. AY. E. .Tud- 
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kins and W. V. Tudor) are members of the Board of Directors of the State 
Society, the former being Vice-President. This Society is endeavoring to place 
a copy of the Bible in every family of the State, and also in the hands of 
every child who is able to read. To- all who are able to buy, it is sold at the 
bare cost of publication, and to the poor and destitute it is given without 
money or price. The enlargement of the usefulness of the Society is only cir- 
cumscribed by the want of funds placed at its command. There are parts of 
the State, we are informed, in which from one-tenth to one-third of the people 
are entirely destitute of the Scriptures, and have no desire to possess them. 
In the business and commercial world there is a well-known law that the sup- 
ply is always proportioned to the demand ; but religion is a commodity that is 
most needed where it is least called for. The greater the real need, the less is 
the demand. Hence it is the duty of the church to send the Bible where it is 
least, desired by the people. The Virginia Bible Society lias circulated during 
the past year, by means of sales and free gifts, as many as 11,804 copies of the 
Bible at a cost of $4,684.39. The Virginia Conference has contributed during 
the year which has just closed the sum of $317.55. A large number of charges 
have contributed nothing at all to this cause. 

But let us not think that our duty in this matter is done when the Bible has 
been placed in the hands of all our people — it must get into their heads and 
their hearts, or it cannot save them. The bare possession of a Bible can 
accomplish nothing unless the possessor thereof reads and studies it. Let us 
not, therefore, be deceived by the fact that the Bible is so widely circulated, 
and so many of our people own the Word of God. The more vital question is, 
Do they who own the Bible, thoughtfully read, earnestly study, and devoutly fol- 
low it ? If our people are to be Bible Christians, they must be not simply 
Bible owners, but Bible readers and Bible students, and, like the Bereans of 
old, search the Scriptures daily to see what things are true. It is to be feared 
that the secular press and the daily newspaper have been allowed to encroach 
upon, and in many instances entirely to banish, the daily devotional reading 
of the Holy Scriptures. Let us, therefore, as Christians and ministers of the 
gospel, so preach about the Bible from the pulpit, and so talk about it in the 
homes of our people, as to increase the number of those who are intelligent 
readers and devout students of the Word of God. 

At no time in the history of the Christian church have the integrity, genu- 
ineness and inspiration of Scripture been so fiercely assailed by hostile criti- 
cism and by the enemies of pure religion, both within and without the visible 
Church, as at the present time, and yet never in the history of the world have 
so many Bibles been published and circulated as at this day. The more it is 
criticised, the more it is read and studied ; the more it is denounced as being 
untrustworthy, the more is its truth triumphantly vindicated, and the more it 
is believed and followed as a rule of life. No criticism can shake our confi- 
dence in this impregnable rock of our holy religion, and we would here and 
now 7 , in these times of doubt and criticism, re-aftirm our implicit faith in the 
plenary and divine inspiration of the Holy Scriptures. 

We would offer, in conclusion, the following resolution : 

Resolved, That all our preachers in charge be requested to take up a public 
collection, in the month of April, in the interests of the Virginia Bible Society.

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THE CONFERENCE MISSION BOARD 



The Board of Missions of the Virginia Conference, having had under review 
the reports which have been submitted to them from our different missions, 
are gratified to report to the Conference that the results of the year’s work are 
highly encouraging and stimulating to renewed faith and effort. 

We have aided fifty-two missions. The sum of $10,250 was appropriated to 
the missions, and we will pay dollar for dollar on the appropriations. The 
sum of $11,048.18 has been raised this year for Domestic Missions, an increase 
of $253.94 on the collection of last year. 

Several of the missions give promise of soon becoming self-sustaining charges. 

The work in the city of Richmond deserves special mention. The Church 
there is aggressive, and several new churches have been built and others are 
being erected. All of the cities and towns are more or less active in this work. 
The same is true of the circuits. Cambridge has become self-sustaining. The 
following missions have been discontinued, other arrangements having been 
made for them, namely : Snow Creek, Ashland and Powhatan. The Board has 
authorized Granby Street Station and Newport News to use their Domestic mis- 
sionary collections for their own particular work. 

The Board rescinded its action in the matter of appropriations to the mis - 
sions, giving the preacher in charge only a claim upon the appropriation. 

The brethren in charge of the missions have labored faithfully and efficiently. 
They are a band of noble, self-sacrificing and devoted workers, and they justly 
deserve our sympathy and support. 

The foreign missionary spirit in the Conference is most gratifying, and the 
collections for the year are in advance of those of last year. 

The sum of $19,281.40 has been raised, an hierease of $983.54 on the collec- 
tion of last year. 

In addition to this, the sum of $2,000 has been paid on the special collection 
which was taken at our last Conference for the support of missionaries in the 
foreign fields who have gone out from this Conference. 

The preachers and churches of the Conference are entitled to praise and 
commendation for the very creditable reports which we are able to present. 
Intelligent and faithful preaching on the subject of missions and earnest and 
untiring effort will result in large and liberal contributions. 

The Woman’s Missionary Societies of the Conference have done very efficient 
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work. Their contributions are steadily increasing. New Societies are being 
formed, and the missionary spirit is becoming deeper and more intense among 
our women. 

The Rosebuds have done nobly. They report 600 societies, and $4,762.37 
raised for their work. This army of little workers for Christ is accomplishing 
great things for the Church, and the future will reveal to us still greater things 
which they will do in the Master’s name. 

The Board orders an assessment this year of $13,500. 

Our field is enlarging, and we will need the funds to do our work judiciously 
and efficiently.

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FINANCIAL PLAN 

OF 

Virginia Conference, 

(AS AMENDED NOVEMBER, 1892.*) 



SECTION I. 

THE JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 

I. The Joint Board of Finance, composed of one clerical member of the 
Conference, and one layman of each Presiding Elder’s district, shall meet at 
each session of the Annual Conference. 

II. The members of the Board shall be appointed by the presiding Bishop 
(unless otherwise ordered) at the close of each Conference session, and shall 
hold office until the close of the next ensuing Annual Conference. 

III. They shall elect their own chairman, secretary and treasurer, and shall 
fill all vacancies that may occur in the Board : provided they do so by keeping 
up an equal number of clerical and lay members. 

IV. It shall be the duty of the Board : 

1. To receive all moneys collected as Conference Collection or otherwise, and 
distribute the same to the superannuated preachers, and widows and orphans 
of deceased clerical members of the Conference, according to their best judg- 
ment of their several necessities. 

2. To estimate the amount that will probably be necessary to meet the claim 
of the superannuated preachers, and the widows and orphans of deceased 
members of the Conference, and to apportion the same to the Presiding Elders’ 
districts, for collection the ensuing year. This apportionment shall he made 
according to the financial ability of the districts; and they shall apportion the amount 
assessed upon the Conference for the support of the Bishops on the basis of the amount 
estimated for the support of the ministry. 

3. They shall receive the money collected for the support of the Bishops, 
and forward the same to the Book Agent, treasurer of the Bishop’s Fund. 

4. They shall receive and carefully examine the reports of the recording 
stewards, and prepare for publication, in the Conference Annual, a general 
financial and statistical exhibit, year by year. 

5. They shall decide all issues that may exist between the stewards and 
Presiding Elder, or any of the preachers, in relation to salaries, and their de-

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cision shall be final ; but in no case shall they allow any preacher to have a 
claim on the church he has served, as of debt, after his pastoral connection 
with it has ceased. 

6. All matters relating to the financial interests of the Conference shall he 
referred to this Board, and be carefully considered and reported upon by them. 

7. The members of this Board, and especially the Chairman thereof, shall 
carefully consider the financial interests during the year; and shall collect 
such authentic information in regard to the pecuniary circumstances of the 
several claimants on the Conference funds as shall facilitate the business of 
the Board at its annual meetings. 

8. They shall make a full report of all their proceedings to the Conference, 
which shall either approve, recommit or amend their report. 

SECTION II. 

THE DISTRICT STEWARDS. 

1. The district stewards (see Discipline, page 118, par. 193), composed of one 
steward from each pastoral charge, elected at the fourth Quarterly Conference, 
on nomination of the Presiding Elder, shall assemble as soon as practicable 
after the adjournment of the Annual Conference. The time and jdace of the 
meeting shall be fixed by the Presiding Elder, and he shall preside in said 
meeting. 

2. It shall be the duty of the district stewards’ meeting, after consultation 
with the Presiding Elder, to estimate the traveling expenses and salary of 
the Presiding Elder, including his house rent, and to apportion the same , together 
with the collections ordered by the Annual Conference, among the several charges of 
the district , according to their ability. The amount estimated for the traveling 
expenses and salary of the Presiding Elder , including his house rent , shall be added 
by the stewards of the several charges to the allowance for their own preachers , and 
its collection shall be provided, for in the same way ; and distribution pro rata of the 
amount collected shall be made at each Quarterly Conference. 

3. The collections ordered by the Annual Conference and apportioned to the 
district by the Joint Board of Finance, shall be re-apportioned by the district 
stewards among the several charges ; and it shall be the duty of the Presiding 
Elder and the preachers in charge to take up collections in each congregation to 
meet such portion of the collections ordered by the Annual Conference as shall be 
apportioned to it by the district stewards ; and the amount thus contributed shall be 
supplemented , if necessary , by private appeals to the members and friends of the 
church. 

4. The minutes of the district stewards’ meeting shall be kept by a secretary 
elected for that purpose, in a book of which the Presiding Elder shall be the 
custodian. The secretary shall inform the stewards of each charge in the dis- 
trict of the sums apportioned to such charge. 

5. When there is a district parsonage, the rental value thereof shall be deter- 
mined by the district stewards ; and that amount shall be divided among the 
several charges, pro rata , on the basis of the apportionments made for the sup- 
port of the Presiding Elder ; and each charge shall have credit for the same. 

SECTION III. 

THE STEWARDS ON PASTORAL CHARGES. 

1. The stewards on circuits, stations and missions, shall assemble on the call 
of the pastor, as early as practicable in the Conference year, and the pastor 
shall preside in said meeting and see that the Board is duly organized. 
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2. It shall be the duty of the stewards, after consultation with the preacher 
in charge : 

1st. To estimate the traveling expenses and salary (including house rent) 
of the preacher in charge, and to apportion this amount, together with the 
amount allowed the Presiding Elder, to the several churches composing the 
charge. 

2d. The stewards shall report the apportionments made by them to each 
Church Conference, the whole amount to be raised, and that part of it which 
each church is expected to pay. The Church Conference may adopt its own 
method of raising this money, but if not otherwise ordered by the Church 
Conference, the stewards shall adopt the plan of assessment, and each member 
of the church is expected to pay, according to his or her ability, for the sup- 
port of the ministry. 

3d. The stewards of each circuit or station shall determine whether pay- 
ments are to be made weekly, monthly or quarterly during the year. They 
shall then ascertain how much each member is able and willing to pay in the 
instalments fixed, and whatever amount each member agrees to pay, he or 
she shall be under solemn obligation to pay, and can only be released from 
this obligation by order of the stewards, or by vote of the Church Conference 
for good cause shown. 

4th. The stewards shall report in writing at the first or second Quarterly Con- 
ference of each year what estimates and apportionments they have made for 
the support of the ministry, and their report shall be recorded in the supple- 
ment. 

5th. If the charge owns a furnished parsonage, the stewards shall determine 
the rental value thereof, and include the same in the amount estimated for 
the salary of the preacher in charge. If the charge does not own a furnished 
parsonage, the stewards shall take the steps necessary to secure a comfortable 
home for their pastor, and in estimating his salary they shall include therein 
the amount necessary to pay the rent of his house ; and in their settlement 
with the pastor, the stewards may retain, of the amount due the pastor, the 
amount necessary to pay the rent of his house, and pay over the same to the 
owner thereof. 

6th. It shall be the especial duty of the chairman of each Board to consider 
the financial interests of his charge ; to visit the different congregations thereof 
when necessary ; to remind them of their scriptural obligations to support the 
ministry, and to use every effort in his power to promote the financial pros- 
perity of his charge. 

7th. The recording steward shall forward to the Joint Board of Finance of 
the Annual Conference a full account of the assessments made upon his charge, 
the amounts received on the assessments, the disbursements of the same and 
the deficiencies, if any exist. He shall also forward annually a full account 
of all collections ordered by the Annual Conference, and shall transmit all 
moneys collected during the year for these objects to the Joint Board of Finance 
at the Annual Conference. 

SECTION IV. 

CHURCH CONFERENCES. 

1 . A Church Conference shall be held at each church as soon as practicable 
after adjournment of the first Quarterly Conference, and we recommend that 
a committee of not less than three, nor more than five, of the most judicious 
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members shall be appointed to apportion the amount assessed upon the church 
among the members thereof. 

2. This committee shall report their action to the Church Conference at this, 
or an adjourned meeting of the same, which shall approve, recommit or amend 
their report ; provided, that when approved by the { Church Conference, it shall 
be considered the assessment for the year, and shall be morally binding upon 
the membership of the church. 

3. The secretary of the Church Conference shall furnish the steward or 
stewards of the church with a true copy of the assessments, arid the stewards 
may Appoint' collectors to assist them in their work. They may also adopt the 
envelope system which, in many places, both on our circuits and stations, has 
proven a very convenient and efficient auxiliary. 

4. If a member should fail or refuse to pay his assessment, the stewards 

shall endeavor to make up the amount by voluntary contributions : provided, 
however, that they shall report the facts in the case to the next session of the 
Church Conference. ^ r ^ i t ~ - 'S 

5. The Church Conference may adopt such measures, in all cases, as they 
may deem proper, subject only to the law of the Church.
